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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/20/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The paragraph beginning with "Applicant respectfully" on page 3: 

The applicant argues that Shimoji only shows a data management table (figure 
29; column 55, lines 30-40), and not "determining in advance a hierarchical number of 
said plurality of files to be retained." The examiner is interpreting the data management 
table which is first stored (column 55, lines 31-35), as the overall information of what 
data is being transmitted and received by the client. As seen in figure 29, the files that 
are to be retained are listed, as well as the structure being hierarchical as the memory 
location shows this type of data structure (ie /service5/event4/ve_1). These files have a 
flag indicating whether or not they should be stored. This table, as interpreted by the 
examiner, shows a list of files which are to be retained (the number of files to be 
retained are found by counting the items in the list), which is stored in advance of the 
actual files. 

Last paragraph on page 3: 

The applicant argues that the limitation of "acquiring automatically said plurality 
of files linked by anchors..." is not found in Shimoji, specifically in figure 22 and column 
50, lines 23-29. Reviewing the office action, the cited portion was figure 8 and column 
47, lines 59-62. Reviewing figure.8, it shows a stream of data including VET1 through 
VET6. Looking to the portion labeled as VE1, this video portion is made up of VET1 
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and VET4 from the original stream. Referring to figure 29 then, this list of files (as 
discussed above) details which files are to be retained by the client. The examiner is 
interpreting the data table as a "start file" which indicates automatically to the client 
which files are to be retained. Obviously this may differ from the "start file" that defined 
in the specification, using a broad read of the claim, the examiner feels that the data 
table from Shimoji is a "start file."
